A RUTHLESS gang who carried out 
a string of smash and grab raids on 
cash machines throughout East Kent 
were jailed this week. 

The four men received a total of 36 years in 
prison for the theft of cash machines in 
Littlebourne, Beltinge, Sandwich and Hawkinge. 

All were charged with conspiracy to burgle and 
conspiracy to commit criminal damage. 

Hizekiah Roberts, 30, an unemployed builder 
from Dickens Avenue in Canterbury, was also 
charged with dangerous driving and two counts of 
causing grievous bodily harm to two police officers, 
after running them over in his attempt to escape. 

One of the officers suffered a broken leg, and 
the other a broken ankle. 

He was sentenced to 12 years in prison. 

Anthony Cornelius Lee, 32, a builder from 
Greenbridge Park Caravan Site, Vauxhall Road, 
Canterbury, was sentenced to seven years and 10 
months in jail. 

His brother, Darren Scott Lee, 31, a labourer 
from The Meadows, New Romney, was sentenced

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Council look 
to increase 
search costs

THE cost of land charges - 
part of the controversial 
housing information packs 
(HIPs) scheme - could sky¬ 
rocket under new council 
plans. 

Local Land Charges are a vital 
element of HIPs, made compulsory 
to house sellers last year. 

Now, tomorrow night, council 
bosses will discuss raising the cost 
of a Local Land Charge search from 
£6 to £56. 

Council chiefs say the huge price 
rise is necessary to cover the cost of 
the Government’s HIPs scheme, as 
Canterbury faces pressure from 
private search companies able to 
undercut it on price. 

In a report to the executive, Kim 
Bennett, head of development servic¬ 
es, wrote: “The message is somewhat 
stark. While ideally we must reduce 
our fee costs to make us competitive 
the hit on the revenue budget is too 
much to absorb in one year.” 

A local land search contains details 
of all local land charges registered 
against a property. 

This includes matters of outstand¬ 
ing liability for road and other finan¬ 
cial charges, home improvement 
grants, tree preservation orders and 
other notices of restriction or prohibi¬ 
tion on a parcel of land. 

It is a statutory requirement that 
all authorities within England and 
Wales compile, maintain and regu¬ 
larly update their Local Land 
Charges register. 

In an effort to become more com¬ 
petitive, the council is reducing the 
cost of a full search from £145 to 
£130. Private companies currently 
charge around £100. 

The uncertain future of the unpop¬ 
ular HIPs scheme has also given the 
council cause for concern. The num-

her of official searches carried out by 
the council is declining as people 
turn to cheaper private companies. 

The report continues: “Should the 
trend continue and the number of offi¬ 
cial searches continues to decline, then 
it must follow there will be an oppor¬ 
tunity for staff savings. This might 
allow us to cut the fee still further and 
thus make us more competitive.” 

From January 1 this year, sellers 
face a £200 fine, imposed by trading 
standards officers, if they put their 
house on the market without a HIP. 
Many people are concerned that local 
authorities’ search restrictions could 
delay the already strenuous process 
of buying or selling their property. 

In addition to the search, a HIP 
includes an energy efficiency certifi¬ 
cate, title deeds, and a sale state¬ 
ment providing basic information 
about the property.

to the same length of time behind bars. 

John Panhandle-Smith, 30, unem¬ 
ployed, from Snowdown Caravan Site, 
Aylesham Road, Dover, was jailed for 
eight years and five months. 

In January 2007, officers from Kent 
police’s Serious and Organised Crime 
Unit investigated a number of cash 
machine thefts in the area. 

Following a lengthy operation at the 
beginning of last year, the gang were 
seen trying to steal a cash machine in 
New Romney in the early hours of 
February 28. 

When police arrived, two of the 
gang tried to escape in a 4x4 and ran 
over two police officers. The other two 
men ran away. 

Three of the men were arrested at 
the scene in New Romney and the 
fourth some days later. 

All pleaded guilty to the charges, 
and were sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Monday. 

Det Supt Tim Smith said: “I am 
delighted this determined and ruth¬ 
less gang has been given significant 
sentences. The public need to be pro¬ 
tected from criminals who cause this 
level of harm and damage.”

Fund's budget cannot 
stretch to applicants 

NEARLY 40 organisations applied for 
a share of funding from Canterbury’s 
voluntary grants fund. 

The fund - designed to offer grants 
to voluntary organisations to help 
with a variety of projects - is valued 
at more than £400,000 for this year. 

The applications for funding added 
up to more than double the money 
available however, exceeding the 
budget by £415,000. 

Care worker charged 
with second rape 

A MALE nurse charged with raping a 
mentally ill patient has been charged 
with a farther count of rape. 

John Mendy, from Ramsgate, 
worked at St Martin’s Hospital in 
Canterbury. He was charged with 
rape and serious sexual assault in 
November last year and has now been 
charged with raping a Canterbury 
woman in Margate last August. 

Mendy is currently remanded in cus¬ 
tody and will appear at Canterbury 
Crown Court on January 21.

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'Beaten' man's death 
was not suspicious 


Post mortem 
shows injuries not 
related to death 
of 64-year-old

THE DEATH of a 64-year-old 
assault victim who claimed to have 
been beaten-up twice over 
Christmas is not being treated as 
suspicious. 

David Ruffles, of Poplar Drive, Greenhill, 
Herne Bay, died on Sunday, December 30, after 
collapsing at a friend’s house in Mortimer 
Street. 

Police and an ambulance crew were called to 
the house at 2.20pm, but were unable to revive 
Mr Ruffles who died at the scene. 

In the days before his death, Mr Ruffles told 
his flat mate he had been assaulted by two men 
in Mortimer Street at 11am on Christmas Eve, 
and attacked again near his home in Poplar 
Drive on Boxing Day, where he was punched 
and beaten with a stick by two men. 

At the time of his death, Mr Ruffles had cuts 
and bruises on his face and body, and bruises on 
his knees. 

Over Christmas he had told his flatmate that 
the cause of his numerous injuries had been the 
two assaults, but neither man had reported

them to the police at the time. 

Officers investigating Mr Ruffles’ death ini¬ 
tially suspected that he might have died as a 
result of the injuries apparently sustained in 
the attacks. 

But a post mortem examination, carried out 
on last Wednesday, found no link between the 
injuries and Mr Ruffles’ death. 

A toxicology report is being prepared while 
the coroner decides whether to open an inquest 
into his death. 

Police are examining CCTV footage, taken of 
the streets during the alleged assaults, to see if 


they can shed any light on what happened to 
Mr Ruffles on Christmas Eve and Boxing Day. 

Although he owned the flat in Poplar Drive, 
Mr Ruffles is believed to have spent much of his 
time at the friend’s house in Mortimer Street, 
where he was found dead. 

Officers are also keen to get in touch with 
anyone who might have witnessed the attacks, 
or seen anything which could explain Mr 
Ruffles’ injuries.

Vomit bug forces 
hospital to close 
down two wards 


SHOPPERS hoping to snap up a 
New Year bargain in supermarket 
giant Tesco were in for a surprise 
this week. 

No sooner had the Christmas 
puddings and mince pies been 
cleared from the shelves, had 
Easter eggs replaced them - more 
than three months before the day 
itself. 

Jon Thomson from Heme Bay 
said he was staggered by the sight 
when he popped into the Tesco 
store in Whitstable. 

He told Yourcanterbury: “It was 
tmly bizarre. 

“At one end they were selling off 
the last of the Christmas chocolates 
cheap, and at the other end of the 
aisle there was a growing collection 
of Easter eggs.” 

Easter Sunday falls on March 23 
this year - more than 10 weeks 
away. 

A spokesman for Tesco said: “We 
do have a limited range of Easter 
products in some of our stores. 
Feedback has shown some people 
want to plan well in advance - for 
example those on a tight budget or 
those who may be away for long 
periods of time.” 


KENT and Canterbury Hospital yes¬ 
terday closed two wards after an 
outbreak of winter vomiting bug the 
norovirus. 

The Treble and Mount wards were 
closed on Tuesday after patients 
were struck down with the highly 
contagious illness. 

The bug - which causes vomiting 
and diarrhoea - has been playing 
havoc with hospitals, including forc¬ 
ing the closure of two wards at 
Ashford’s William Harvey Hospital 
just last week. 

It had been hoped the Canterbury 
hospital had escaped the worst as 
the country found itself stmck down 
by one of the worse outbreaks of the 
winter bug. 

The two wards will now be subject¬ 
ed to intensive ‘deep cleaning’ and 
tight restrictions on visitors and 
admissions imposed. 

There is no specific treatment for 


the virus, which can last up to three 
days. 

Elderly patients, at risk of dehy¬ 
dration, are sometimes given fluids 
intravenously but otherwise it is 
often a case of riding it out. 

Advice for those going down with 
the bug is to not visit their GP to pre¬ 
vent spreading the germs, and not to 
return to work for 48 hours after the 
symptoms have cleared up. 

Infection control manager Debbie 
Weston said: “It can be very nasty for 
some people. 

“There are lots of reasons people 
might have diarrhoea or vomiting, 
but with this it’s very sudden, like 
turning on a tap. The vomiting is 
extremely profuse, often described by 
patients as projectile. 

“Once the first 24 hours are over, 
some people start to feel better, but it 
leaves them feeling drained for a few 
days afterwards.”

Leukaemia sufferer 
Ellie is a little star 


IT’S A New Year and a new lease of 
life for a school girl who has sur¬ 
vived more than two years of gru¬ 
elling cancer treatment 

Ellie Slater, seven, has been given a Cancer 
Research UK Little Star Award for continuing 
to shine despite her illness, and after long years 
of treatment, is finally in remission and feeling 
fit and healthy. 

Her mum Michelle, of Somme Court, 
Canterbury, said: “You wouldn’t believe the dif¬ 
ference between how she was two years ago 
and the little girl we have today - it’s amazing.” 

Ellie was diagnosed with acute lymphoblastic 
leukaemia in February 2004. 

Mrs Slater explained: “We noticed Ellie was¬ 
n’t really eating properly - she hadn’t eaten a 
hot meal for a fortnight. I made her an appoint¬ 
ment at the doctor and the night before we 
were due to go, she developed a rash on the bot¬ 
tom of her legs.

“My first thought was meningitis so I did 
the glass test and could see it wasn’t that. 
When we got to the doctor’s they took one look 
at the rash and put us in an ambulance to 
hospital.” 

The family was living in Shropshire at the 
time and were taken to Telford Hospital. 

Mrs Slater said: “At the hospital they tested 
for all sorts of things. Leukaemia was one of 
them but it wasn’t at the top of the list. 
However, they came back that evening and said 
they suspected that’s what it was.” 

The next two years were a blur of trips to 
Birmingham and Shrewsbury hospitals for fur¬ 
ther treatments and appointments. 

Elbe’s dad Jason, currently serving with the 
Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, got a post¬ 
ing back to Canterbury so they could be near 
Michelle’s family for support. Elbe’s treatment 


was also moved to Great Ormond Street and 
the QEQM Hospital in Margate. 

However, she finished her treatment in May 
last year and is now in remission and feeling 
strong and healthy. 

Her mother said: “She is absolutely brilliant 
now. At one point, Elbe was completely bald, 
lost all her energy and her life revolved around 
doctors and nurses. 

“Now she is happy and healthy and back to 
being a child again. 

“As much as doctors and nurses try and talk to 
the children in ways they understand, the chil¬ 
dren end up coming up to their level and becom¬ 
ing little adults. Now Elbe has begun to learn 
how to be a child again and it’s lovely to see.” 

Proud family friend Joy Mendez, who nomi¬ 
nated Elbe, said: “She has been through some 
tough times and has dealt with her illness far 
better than a lot of adults would have done. 

“She is an absolute delight to know and has a 
special place in my, and her family’s heart.”

THEY are just a few centimetres 
long and collected over two 
generations. 

But when they went under the hammer at a 
top London auction house last month they 
more than doubled their estimate and brought 
a mighty piece of New Year good cheer to 
their owner. 

Because a large collection of the tiny watch 
keys - each averaging just a little over an inch 
in length, pictured below - made a whopping 
£9,240 at Bonhams’ Fine Watch sale in London. 

And for the mystery collector who lives near 
Canterbury, the good news didn’t end there. 

A very rare Swiss pocket watch, engraved 
with the Egyptian Khedival crown, sold for a 
staggering £6,580.

Bonhams’ regional valuer from Whitstable, 
Christopher Hodgson, describes how he came 
across the collection: “Smallhythe is a super 
venue and we always get some interesting 
finds. We’d already had a good day and then the 
watch keys came in, which were a real delight.

“They are miniature works of art in their own 
right, many made from gold with the addition of 
semi-precious stones and lots of quirky designs, 
including one which looked like an early gun 
and another one in the form of a horses hoof.” 

The watch keys, which dated from the 17th 
century onwards, would have originally been 


sold as a gentleman’s luxury accessory. 

James Stratton, a specialist from Bonhams’ 
clocks and watches department in London, says: 
“As well as being very attractive objects some of 
these keys were rather cleverly designed - the 
innovative ‘typs/ key for instance, has a special 
safety mechanism which only allows you to turn 
the key in one direction, which prevents you 
from breaking your prized pocket watch.” 

The woman who had the collection has not 
been identified, however, it is understood she 
inherited many of the items from her mother 
who had been gathering the collection over 
many years. 

Mr Hodgson told us: “The keys sold in two 
lots, both with estimates of between £2,000- 
3,000 - so clearly they far exceeded that. It is 
very rare to see such a large collection.”

Kids will dig historic lessons 


GENUINE archaeological treasures will be 
available to the district’s school children this 
year thanks to a new service introduced by 
Canterbury Archaeological Trust. 

Three hundred boxes of original artefacts, 
replicas, models and ephemera ranging 
from prehistoric tools to WWII gas masks 
and ration books, will be available on loan 
to all the county’s independent infant, jun¬ 
ior and secondary schools; nearly 800 in 
total. 

Canterbury Archaeological Trust educa¬ 
tion officer Marion Green, said: “The collec¬ 
tion is very varied and includes finds from 
archaeological digs, Anglo-Saxon and Viking 
helmets; toys from the early 20th century; 


and really interesting ephemera from the 
World Wars. 

“Among the models are Viking and 
medieval ships, a Norman castle, a medieval 
house, a Roman dining room, WW2 aero¬ 
planes and the Columbia space shuttle.” 

Funded by both the Kent Archaeological 
Society and the Friends of Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust, members say the serv¬ 
ice is a response to the growing interest in 
archaeology among young people and will 
make practical use of thousands of items 
that have been inherited by the trust. 

It is hoped the items will become valuable 
teaching aids across the school curriculum in 
history, art, technology and English lessons.

Q 


How did you get involved with the alcohol service? 


A I joined the alcohol service in 1979 having 
worked as a mental health nurse in general 
psychiatry. I’d become interested in treatment 
approaches at Mount Zeehan in Canterbury 
and learned that working with problem 
drinkers was rewarding and productive. 

| What is the role of the alcohol service? 

A The service has two functions. Firstly, it pro¬ 
vides services to those affected by the use of 
alcohol and those who suffer the consequences 
of drinking by others. The second role is to pro¬ 
vide support, training and advice to profession¬ 
als who deal with alcohol misuse such as doc¬ 
tors, social workers, and probation officers. 

| What do you provide? 

A We provide a range of services throughout 
east Kent, including different types of group 
treatment, individual help and help for fami¬ 
lies. We are able to accept self-referrals to the 
service and help is free and confidential. The 
main aim is to help people to help themselves. 

| Is there a problem with alcohol in Kent? 

A A recent study showed that levels of alcohol 
consumption in Kent are relatively high 
compared with other parts of England. 

Alcohol problems occur across the country 


and have powerful consequences both for socie¬ 
ty and the individual. We have a national prob¬ 
lem with alcohol and this is reflected as much 
in Kent as any other part of England.

Have you seen an increase in alcohol addiction in Kent? 


The numbers who seek and are referred for 
help have never been higher. The rise in 
demand for treatment exceeds growth in the 
population; more people are seeking help for 
drinking problems than in previous years. 

Much of the problematic alcohol use remains 
hidden and cannot be measured accurately in 
terms of the number of people approaching spe¬ 
cialist agencies for help. Alcohol is cheaper and 
more widely available and we know people are 
drinking heavily at younger ages. It seems like¬ 
ly the number of people with alcohol problems 
in Kent will continue to increase.

What can friends and family do to help? 


It can be very stressful to be around some¬ 
one who is drinking too much, but friends 
and family should try to be honest with the per¬ 
son who is drinking by expressing their con¬ 
cerns and offering to help where they can. 

It is important not to take responsibility away 
from the individual drinker and to recognise 
that each individual must make their own 
choices. It is seldom a good idea to discuss such 
matters when someone is actually drunk. 


Q What advice can you give to people who are worried 
about their drinking habits? 

A lt’s important to recognise alcohol problems 
can be solved with or without specialist 
help. There are many things which people can 
do to reduce their consumption, such as keeping 
a record of consumption and trying to reduce 
this, and talking to someone who is trusted. If 
people are concerned they cannot reduce their 
consumption, it is easy to get help. 

The staff at the alcohol service can give 
advice. Although some people find they will 
need to stop drinking completely, many others 
can reduce their consumption to levels which 


Q Do you have any advice for people who may be concerned 
about their drinking over the recent festive period? 

A For many people, alcohol will have formed 
part of their celebrations with no lasting dif¬ 
ficulties. Some people drink more during the 
festive period than normal and simple meas¬ 
ures such as alternating with non-alcoholic 
drinks, not drinking on an empty stomach and 
not drinking too early in the day can help. 

If people did over-indulge it is a good idea to 
follow this with a period of reduced drinking, or 
not drinking at all, to allow the body to recover. 

A good piece of general advice is to check that 
alcohol is being used to enhance celebrations, 
rather than using the celebrations as an excuse 
for increased drinking.

IT’S the nation’s biggest hang up in 
the New Year - just how do I lose 
all those extra Christmas pounds? 

Most of us hit the gym or begin a rigorous 
exercise regime. 

However that effort could end in disaster if 
wannabe fitness fanatics don’t look after 
themselves before they start to sweat. 

That’s the warning from a top Kent physio¬ 
therapist, who is urging all New Year gym 
users to adopt her GR8 stretch plan to help 
them avoid injuries and get fitter. 

Chartered physiotherapist Alison Boorer 
has adapted an eight point stretch plan for 
anyone hoping to battle the bulge or up their 
fitness levels in the next few weeks. 

Alison recommends the moves to anyone of 
any age, male or female, who is throwing 
themselves into a new fitness regime. 

The five minute routine, which loosens key 
muscles in the body, is easily understood and 
can be followed from the quick guide pictured. 

Alison, who runs the Bromley 
Physiotherapy and Sports Injury Clinic in 
Sundridge Park, is rolling out the plan across 
the county from next week. 

She admitted: “It’s fantastic that we really 
get motivated in January to get fit. However 
it’s all too easy to throw yourself in too hard 
and fast, and then hurt yourself. 

“I have developed this plan to help many of 


my patients ease their muscles and joints into 
the demands of a new exercise regime. 

“These stretches can be performed both 
before and after exercise sessions. 

“Some of my patients actually stretch them¬ 
selves fitter and many have noticed a real dif¬ 
ference in their fatigue levels and muscle pain 
after workouts. 

‘With each stretch taking just 30 seconds, 
this is as valuable as your workout.” 

Alison recommends that all wannabe David 
Beckhams or Paula Radcliffes prepare for 
their fitness assault with these few easy steps. 

She adds: “By taking a few simple steps to 
prepare for any new activity, any grumbling 
injuries can be resolved or avoided all togeth¬ 
er. 

“This means less people give up at the first 
hurdle and are able to achieve their fitness 
goals in 2008. 

“Other key pointers I recommend are start¬ 
ing out slowly to give you time to adapt to the 
new experience, make sure you have the cor¬ 
rect footwear on and drink plenty of water as 
dehydration increases the chance of injury.” 

Boorer added: “These eight basic stretches 
can be more specific to suit your particular 
sport by consulting your local chartered 
physio.”

6. Stand up straight with your 
hands grasped behind your back.

7. Kneel on all fours. Keeping your 
hands on the floor infront of you, 
slowly sit back onto your heels, 
as shown below. You should feel 
a stretch throughout your back. 




8. Lie on your back, with your hips and knees bent allowing 
your feet to sit flat on the floor. Keeping your shoulders flat 
on the floor gently drop your knees drop over to the left, if 
comfortable down to the floor, and then back over to the 
right. Hold each position for about 20 seconds.

Jimmy Carr follows his heart on tour 


AS THE face of comedy on Channel 4, 
Jimmy Carr has become a regular fixture 
on our television screens, fronting shows 
such as 8 out of 10 Cats and Distraction. 

But he says his real love is his live gigs, which is just as 
well as he is currently on a mammoth 12-month 140- 
plus-date tour, Repeat Offender. 

This is his biggest tour so far and he will be playing to 
more than 200,000 fans across the UK and Ireland. But 
he warns his shows are not for the faint-hearted. 

“It’s not for the easily offended,” he said. “It’s not even 
for people that are difficult to offend. Essentially it’s for 
people who are without a moral compass.” 

Despite having occasionally caused controversy with 
some of his more politically incorrect jokes, Jimmy makes 
no apologies for his material. 

“In terms of taste and decency I think you can say 
pretty much anything in a comedy show,” he said. “I think 
being politically correct is important if you are a doctor or 
a policeman, or doing any of these important jobs in 
society. But as a comic I say rude things and offensive 
things and it’s not for everyone.” 

So what can people expect when they come to see one of 
Jimmy’s shows? 

“I tour every year and this year it is called Repeat 
Offender, but for no real reason,” he said. “Anyone who 
has come to see the show before will know that it’s just a 
long list of jokes. It’s quite funny, but there’s no real 
theme to it. It does exactly what it says on the tin for a 
comedy show, which I quite like.” 

After his show, Jimmy likes to meet his audience. This 
means that as well as returning to familiar towns and 
venues, Jimmy has also started recognising some of the 
regular faces who come to see him. 

“When you meet people after a gig, you often meet the 
same people two years in a row and bizarrely you kind of 
remember some of them,” he said. “It’s like ‘Oh, hello. 
Been well?’ Or the heckler from last year heckles again. 
It’s quite a nice thing.” 

This year sees the release of his third stand-up DVD, 
Comedian. It is the culmination of Jimmy’s last two 
tours, Gag Reflex and Off The Telly, and contains 
different material to the new tour. 

As a comedy fan, Jimmy loves to watch DVDs of his 
favourite comics - influences such as Stephen Wright and 
Emo Phillips, or performers he admires such as Dave 
Chappell and Chris Rock. 

“It’s a weird thing, but my taste in comedy tends to be 
far from what I do,” he said.

THE rather un-loved estate where 
chaotic family drama Shameless 
takes place is not somewhere you’d 
automatically class as something 
desirable to recreate. 

But the ups and downs of the out-of-control 
Gallagher family have proved so popular that 
TV bosses built their own real-life version of 
the fictitious Chatsworth Estate. The set, 
which was revealed to the press in April, is 
now back on our screens as the fifth series 
rolls on. 

During the first four series, the drama was 
filmed on an estate in Gorton, Manchester, 
complete with real-life residents in the 
background and all the problems shooting on 
location brings with it. 

David Threlfall, who, out-of-character, looks 
a lot smarter than the hapless Frank 
Gallagher, says: “Having the new set has made 
things easier. If we were doing outside scenes 
and it was raining, we can dive inside and do 
other stuff, assuming the actors are available. 

“Having dressing rooms indoors is also 
deeply appreciated by all concerned,” he 
laughs, referring to the times he’s been soaked 
trying to dodge the Manchester rain while 
walking from Portacabin to filming location. 

He says of Shameless: “I had no idea it was 
going to last as long as it has. My first 
response when reading the first script was, ‘Is 
this what they’re going to shoot or are they 
going to tone this down?’ I’d never read 
anything like it before. It was so full-on. 

“I was offered the part, then given about an 
hour to make up my mind. I just thought, 
‘Okay, let’s see’ - and now here we are

promoting series five, and the longest series 
we’ve ever done.” 

For those unfamiliar with Shameless, 
David’s character Frank is an unemployed, 
unemployable, drug-taking alcoholic. He’s 
been little more than a shadow while his many 
children have grown up - eight at last count - 
and is virtually guaranteed not only to miss 
out on their major achievements in life, but 
also to scupper any other chances they may 
have with his shambolic behaviour. 

On paper, he’s everything a person and 
father should avoid being, yet despite his 
flaws, viewers love Frank dearly. So does 
David: “You have to love every character you 
play, even if they are vile. A man who 
headbutts his own children definitely doesn’t 


have my vote, but it’s about their reaction to 
his behaviour as much as anything. But, let’s 
not forget, this sort of stuff does go on in real 
life. 

“When I first read the part, I said the easiest 
thing would be to make him the village idiot, 
the town drunk, but where do you go with 
that? Nowhere, basically. You have to 
investigate why he’s done it and work out 
other things about him. 

“That’s the great thing about Paul Abbott 
[the show’s creator],” he adds. “He gives you 
space to work out a back-story, and my instinct 
was that Frank just went missing and took 
drink up as a mission 25 years ago, after the 
birth of one of his children.” 

The first instalment of the new 16-episode 
run, which aired on New Year’s Day, saw 
David as director and it’s something he’s keen 
to continue. 

“I’ll be helping facilitate new stories and 
scripts, and getting into that almost industrial 
process of how the show gets made. I love that 
side of it all, I absolutely love it,” he says, 
before revealing his own particular method 
when it comes to directing an episode. 

“I like to guide and think about trying 
different things. I’m very straight, though. We 
do an episode in 25 days, so there’s no time to 
mess about, but I like to rehearse and get the 
actors relaxed. We have a lot of fun up there.” 

Just don’t try to get too deep with the 
characters. 

“I don’t think it’s a show about explaining,” 
he adds. “It is what it is, and if you don’t get it, 
watch something else. I don’t mean that in an 
off-hand way. I just mean it’s a drama about 
people trying to get by, trying to get on in life. 
But, if you get it, you get it.”

TABLOID favourite Pete 
Doherty went back to basics at 
an intimate Chatham gig, taking 
to the stage with just a guitar 
and his enviable back catalogue 
of sing-along smash hits. 

The troubled rocker, famed for hitting the 
headlines for all the wrong reasons, reeled 
off a string of his best-loved tracks during a 
storming half hour set at the Tap ‘ri Tin, 
before making way for his boyhood heroes, 
headliners Chas ‘n’ Dave. 

Pete performed songs from his days with 
The Libertines, such as Kilimanjaro and 
Carry On Up The Morning, as well as 
solo material. 

Having whipped the sell-out crowd into a 
frenzy the famous frontman watched Chas 
‘n’ Dave’s set from the side of the stage. 

The timeless duo, joined as always by 
Mick Burt on drums, rattled through all 
their old hits, including Snooker Loopy, 
Gertcha, Down to Margate and Rabbit, 
much to the delight of the largely steel 
toecap-wearing members of the audience 
who had made their way to the front. 

Having almost exhausted their extensive 
back catalogue, Chas welcomed Pete back 
onto the stage for the grand finale, a 
rousing rendition of Ain’t No Pleasin’ You.

Time difference UK+seven hours

WHEN Robbie Williams needed 
some serious rehab earlier this 
year, he got out his map of Arizona 
and checked into Phoenix’s 
Cottonwood clinic. 

The singer may not have spent his stay 
scribbling postcards or seeing the sights - but 
after my week of luxury in Arizona, I’m quite 
prepared to believe Robbie went home a 
reformed, more relaxed character. 

Newcomers to the Wild West imagine sandy 
deserts, towering cacti and cowboys, and first 
impressions won’t disappoint - but it does 
have a few surprises in store. 

Arizona divides roughly into three zones: the 
deserts of the south and west, the 
mountainous central highlands with volcano- 
created plains in between, and the northern 
Colorado Plateau. Its major conurbations, 
Phoenix and Tucson are in the southern sector 
and surrounded by the cacti of the Sonoran 
Desert. 

Holidays in Arizona, therefore, mostly 
attract those who relish the outdoor life: 
novice horse riders, mountain bikers, and 
those who savour mighty steaks cooked on a 
sizzling barbecue as the sun goes down. 

Knowing we would experience the scorching 
heat of summer, we planned a lazier routine. 
After landing in Phoenix in a dust storm, the 
journey through cactus-lined streets to the 
hotel in Scottsdale was soon taking us through

Camelback Road, Stetson Drive and 
Dynamite Boulevard. But morning and 
daylight soon brought a different perspective 
to my ‘yee-ha!’ preconceptions. From my 
colonial-style casita at The Four Seasons 
Resort Scottsdale, I was wowed by a 
surprisingly lush green landscape and 
mountain terrain. 

Yet in the midst of rolling desert, you’re only 
a short car journey away from Scottsdale’s 
bustling and modern downtown art and 


shopping district, currently undergoing almost 
$3 billion’s worth of tourist-friendly 
development. 

Setting off the next day at 6am to beat the 
midday heat, which can top 40 degrees 
centigrade in the summer months, we blew 
away the cobwebs with a hike up nearby 
Pinnacle Peak and were rewarded with 
stunning views of the Sonoran Desert from a 
spectacular vantage point. 

After breakfast, it was time for a signature 
Desert Nectar Facial in the spa of our hotel, 
before a visit to the ultra-modem Scottsdale 
Fashion Square to shop. Alternatively, culture 
vultures can dive into an array of vibrant art 
galleries, golfing fans have a choice of several 
superb courses and foodies can revel in award¬ 
winning restaurants, from sushi to Old West 
cuisine - Cowboy Ciao is a favourite with 
tourists and locals alike. 

Scottsdale’s Downtown is super-modern, 
immaculately turned out, and jam-packed 
with urban appeal. Our next stop, Sedona, 
could hardly have offered a more dramatic 
contrast. Famous for its striking red rock 
formations, Sedona makes an ideal location for 
a desert retreat because of its reputation as a 
creative mecca with a New Age feel, boasting 
spiritual charm and natural beauty. 

Wherever you stay, the views will rarely be 
less than stunning. Even if you don’t have the 
inclination to put on your hiking boots, you 
can’t fail to be moved by Arizona’s untouched 
desert beauty, and the never-ending sunshine. 

If he goes there again, I’ll wager that Robbie 
will ditch rehab to find revitalisation of an 
altogether different kind.

Course aims to fill 
empty properties 

AN initiative to bring empty property 
back into use has staged two special 
training courses for its officers from 
across the county in a bid to boost its 
work going into 2008. 

No Use Empty is supported by Dover, 
Shepway, Swale and Thanet councils 
and backed by Kent County Council. 
Launched in 2005, it hopes to bring back 
into service some of the 9,000 homes 
that stand empty in east Kent alone. 

Last month it staged courses at the 
offices of Shepway and Swale councils 
which were attended by 56 delegates. 
Further courses are planned this year. 

Susan Pledger, project manager of No 
Use Empty, said: “The purpose of these 
courses is to provide an opportunity for 
empty property officers across Kent to 
increase their knowledge and under¬ 
standing of key legislation, which in 
turn helps them in their work to return 
more empty properties back into use.”

that we have set up a sales cabin on site 
so prospective purchasers are able to 
take a look at the scheme prior to the 
sales launch.” 


HOUSE prices in seaside towns 
across the county are set to contin¬ 
ue rising throughout 2008 - as the 
number of people flocking to 
coastal retreats rockets. 

And there’s more good news for those living 
inland too - with improved transport links to 
both London and the Continent making parts 
of Kent set to lead the way in house price rises 
across the South East. 

Experts point to the relative affordability of 
seaside towns as firing a new, increased 
demand from house-hunters seeking the best 
deals. 

According to a report from estate agency 
Halifax, Kent is set to outperform the regional 
average, in part courtesy of infrastructure 
improvements such as the high-speed rail link 
and, for the north of the county, the opening of 
the Ebbsfleet International station.

East Kent has been highlighted as an area 
set to benefit to the max, while the likes of 
Chatham and Dartford are identified as places 
where the price rises will be most significant 
over the next 12 months. Both towns were 
named in a list compiled by Halifax of the top 
ten property hot-spots for 2008. 

Despite forecasting national price growth to 
be flat this year, Halifax managing director 
Colin Kemp said: “Some areas will continue to 
be in high demand next year, with property 
prices rising accordingly despite the expected 
subdued outlook across the market as a whole. 

“The areas likely to record the biggest price 
gains will tend to be those with a combination 
of good transport links to a major conurbation 
and relatively low average prices. 

“Chatham and the other Medway towns are 
likely to record significant price increases as 


demand is boosted by the planned opening of 
high-speed services to central London from 
north and east Kent in late 2009. 

“Dartford and the surrounding area will also 
see a boost to its property market as a result 
of the recent opening of Ebbsfleet Inter¬ 
national.” 

Locate in Kent director of marketing and 
research Mandy Beame said she agreed with 
Halifax’s forecast. 

She said: “There’s so much happening in 
Kent. All our towns have been or are in the 
process of being completely rejuvenated. 

“Through working with developers and 
builders I know Kent is going to become a 
much more attractive place to live, being bet¬ 
ter connected with London and the North. 

“Everyone is predicting Kent becoming more 
popular due to the enhanced transport links, 
protecting it from any downturn in the mar¬ 
ket, either keeping house prices steady or 
helping them continue to rise.”

Like the smart, the iCar has a rear-mounted 
engine driving the rear wheels through an 
auto ‘box, but a longer wheelbase makes it bet¬ 
ter at ironing out uneven roads. 

The 0-62mph ‘sprint’ is not bad at 14.9 sec¬ 
onds, but the engine is raucous under pressure 
and the auto gearshifting ragged, although 
this can be smoothed using manual selection 
for 2nd and 3rd and also offers better control 
in tricky conditions. 

Averaging 55mpg is also not that impressive 

- the excellent Fiat Panda is far better value, 
calls for fewer compromises and is not shamed 
by the iCar’s consumption figure. 

Other niggles need to be addressed, such as 
the fiddly dashboard immobiliser/alarm con¬ 
trol and temperamental MP3 connection - a 
machine called the iCar had to be iPod com¬ 
patible didn’t it? 

Nevertheless, the teardrop-shape iCar is a 
brave effort and signals things to come for car 
use; Mitsubishi plans a zero-emission electric 
version for 2009 with a 100-mile range and a 
20-minute recharge to 80 per cent of full power 

- with Government subsidies, it could cost 
£12,765. 


MITSUBISHI has an image 
dilemma. 


Having hewn a niche as a supplier of rough 
tough 4x4s and the wannabe cowboys’ pin-up, 
the L200 pick-up, it is fast becoming a champi¬ 
on of‘small is beautiful’ too. 

Following up on the excellent Colt supermini, 
the Japanese marque launched the futuristic 
iCar last year, but either underestimated 
demand, couldn’t import enough or shied away 
from causing further confusion about its image. 

Whatever the answer, the initial import of 
300 iCars was snapped up and Mitsubishi 
plans to bring in 1,500 this year, though this 
still looks conservative. 

Part of the problem is that it cannot meet 
home market demand for the iCar, fuelled by 
a name intended to appeal to the iPod genera¬ 
tion and its greener conscience. 

OK, it is expensive at £9,084 and not partic¬ 
ularly great to drive, but the iCar moves four 
in comfort with decent headroom and baggage 
space and nips into tiny spaces, outdoing the 
smart fortwo city car where smaller dimen¬ 
sions are achieved at the cost of two seats.

Advice is advised 


PRIVATE businesses squeezed 
by growing red tape and health 
and safety issues are turning 
more and more to an independ¬ 
ent group which advises and 
fights for them. 

The national Forum of Private Business 
(FPB) - contacted regularly by Kent-based 
firms - is funded by members and offers a 
range of products and services aimed 
at saving money and providing practical 
help with all aspects of running a small 
business. 

Ian Cox, of RS Piper Ltd, a Folkestone 
company making engineering components 
and exhaust systems, said he had used the 
FPB’s legal helpline regularly. 

“So often, when you go to see a lawyer, 
you end up no better off. We’ve used the 
FPB’s legal helpline three times in the last 
six months for advice on employment law 
and other legal issues and we got results.” 

Phil McCabe, FPB’s media officer, said 
advisers can offer practical information to 
owner-managers of member firms faced 
with staff disputes, who often feel they have 
nowhere else to turn for legal information. 

Members can now also take advantage of 
the FPB’s new employment guide to help 
them negotiate complexities of employment 
law. 

FPB’s senior member services represen¬ 
tative, Philip Moody, said it could also help 
firms cope with changes in the workplace, 
which often unsettled workers. 

He said: “I would urge them to call the 
helpline whenever they make any changes 
in the workplace, rather than leaving it 
until there is a problem with staff The 
sooner assistance can be given to ward off 
potential disputes, the better.” 

Over the last month there was a sharp 
increase in the number of enquiries regard¬ 
ing actual or prospective redundancies, 
with 16 per cent of all callers seeking help, 
but about a third of all calls related to 
employee conduct. 

Employee absence, including unautho¬ 
rised absence, remains a problem for small 
businesses. About 19 per cent of all the calls 
received in December were related to diffi¬ 
culties created by members of staff not 
turning up for work. 

FPB was formed in 1977 and represents 



approximately 25,000 UK-based business¬ 
es, which in turn employ more than 
600,000 people.

Tredwell's in a spin 
over England call-up

KENT all-rounder James Tredwell 
has been rewarded for his excellent 
2007 season with a call-up to 
England’s one-day squad for the 
tour to New Zealand. 

The 25-year-old bowling all-rounder was a 
surprise inclusion to the 16-man squad. He 
will battle it out with Nottinghamshire’s 
Graeme Swann for the spinner’s berth in the 
team which plays five One-Day Internationals 
and two Twenty20 games against the third 
highest ranked ODI nation. 

Tredwell said: “I had an inkling something 
was happening, but it was still a wonderful 
moment when David Graveney rang me to con¬ 
firm my selection. 

“I was wondering if I was about to be made 
captain of the England Lions tour of India, or 
something like that, but then to get my first 
senior England call-up - it’s fantastic.” 

The call-up caps off a great year for the Kent 
star, who has often led the attack for the club as 
the county’s only spinner and has chipped in 
with important runs in all forms of the game. 

He said: “It’s nice to be recognised for what 
I’ve done out on the field for Kent over the past 
few years in particular. I feel my one-day crick¬ 
et has been good and I’ve made big strides at 
first-class level too.” 

Efforts 

Tredwell spent last month with the England 
Performance Programme in India. He per¬ 
formed well, picking up six wickets in the two 
games recording figures of 3-24 and 3-45 and 
believes his efforts against a country renowned 
for their ability to play spin, improved his 
chances of a call up. 

He said: “I feel I bowled and batted well and 
obviously I impressed those in charge there 
because I’m sure that has had something to do 
with my promotion to senior England level. 

“I tried to make sure my general attitude 
and approach to training was good and I also 
enjoyed working with Ashley Giles who was on 
the trip as a specialist spin coach.” 

The squad depart later this month ahead of 
the first match in Christchurch on February 2. 

Kent will also be represented on the 
England Lions tour to India, after opening 
batsman Joe Denly received a call-up. 

The 21-year-old excelled on his debut for the 
team last summer, against a full-strength 
India side at Chelmsford, scoring 83.

Whitstable did add to their squad last week 
by signing defender Quinn from Dover 
Athletic on a permanent basis. 

The centre-back played youth and reserve 
team football for the club and spent a month at 
Whitstable on loan before Christmas. 

Seager was delighted with Quinn’s decision, 
which involved taking a pay cut. 

He said: “It is a massive compliment to the 
club that he has signed. He was fantastic for 
us in the month we had him. I have said all 
season we have missed a leader and that’s 
what he brings to the side.”
